A  BRIEF  GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

THE  American-Irish  Historical  Society  was 
organized  at  Boston,  Mass.,  on  January  20, 
1897,  and  now  has  members  in  27  states,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  two  territories  and  four 
foreign  countries. 

The  first  president-general  was  the  late 
Rear- Admiral  R.  W.  Meade,  U.  S.  N.  (re- 
tired) . 

Briefly  stated,  the  object  of  the  organization 
is  to  make  better  known  the  Irish  chapter  in 
American  history. 

There  are  two  classes  of  members  in  the 
organization, — Life  and  Annual.  The  life 
membership  fee  is  $50  (paid  once).  The  fee 
for  annual  members  is  $5,  paid  yearly. 

In  the  case  of  new  annual  members,  the  ini- 
tiation fee,  $5,  also  pays  the  membership  dues 
for  the  first  year. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  organization  is 
held  in  New  York  City. 

The  Society  has  already  issued  several  bound 
volumes  and  a  number  of  other  publications. 
These  have  been  distributed  to  the  members 
and  to  public  libraries;  also  to  historical 
organizations  and  to  universities. 

Each  member  of  the  Society  is  entitled,  free 
of  charge,  to  a  copy  of  every  publication  issued 
from  the  time  of  his  admittance.  These  pub- 
lications are  of  great  interest  and  value,  and 


are  more  than  an  equivalent  for  the  member- 
ship fee. 

The  Society  draws  no  lines  of  creed  or  pol- 
itics. Being  an  American  organization  in 
spirit  and  principle,  it  welcomes  to  its  ranks 
Americans  of  whatever  race  descent,  and  of 
whatever  creed,  who  take  an  interest  in  the 
object  for  which  the  Society  is  organized. 
Membership  application  blanks  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request. 

The  Society  includes  many  people  of  promi- 
nence, and  has  been  addressed  by  many  dis- 
tinguished men.  It  occupies  a  position  in 
the  front  rank  of  American  historical  organ- 
izations. 


SPEAKING  MORE  IN  DETAIL. 

PEOPLE  of  Irish  blood  have  been  coming 
to  this  continent  since  the  date  of  its 
earliest  settlement. 

While  they  have  been  a  valuable  addition 
to  colony  and  republic  in  all  departments  of 
human  activity,  their  work  and  contributions 
have  received  but  scant  recognition  from 
chroniclers  of  American  history. 

Whether  this  omission  springs  from  careless- 
ness, ignorance,  indifference  or  design  is  now 
of  little  moment.  The  fact  that  such  a  condi- 
tion exists  makes  it  imperative  that  it  should 
be  remedied. 

The  American-Irish  Historical  Society 
purposes  to  remedy  it. 

We  have  been  engaged  in  this  highly  laud- 
able work  now  for  several  years,  and  have,  in 
that  time,  accomplished  a  vast  amount  of 
good. 

The  story  of  the  Irish  element  as  a  com- 
ponent part  of  the  American  people  is  of  pro- 
found interest  and  of  very  great  value. 

The  Irish  chapter  in  American  history  is  a 
basic,  vital,  essential  one,  but  up  to  the  pres- 
ent, that  history  has  been  written  with  the 
Irish  chapter  left  out. 

While  the  American  people  are  well  in- 
formed as  to  the  Pilgrim,  the  Puritan,  the 
Knickerbocker,  the  Huguenot  and  other  ele- 
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ments  in  their  composition  as  a  nation,  they 
are  deplorably  uninformed  regarding  the  Irish 
element  in  their  national  life. 

We  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  the  so- 
called  "  Scotch-Irish,"  and  in  the  same  ratio 
are  we  hearing  much  nowadays  about  the 
marvellous  "Anglo-Saxon." 

But  when  certain  men,  posing  as  historians, 
close  their  eyes  to  the  fact  that  millions  of 
Americans  are  of  Irish  birth  or  descent,  and 
undertake  to  write  American  history  by  ignor- 
ing those  millions,  and  other  millions  that 
preceded  them,  what  are  we  to  think? 

The  American-Irish  Historical  Society 
aims  to  place  the  Irish  element  in  its  true 
light  in  American  history,  and  to  secure  its 
correct  perspective  in  relation  to  historic  events 
on  this  soil  from  the  beginning  down. 

The  work  of  our  society  is  qualified  by  no 
religious  or  political  divisions,  for  with  us  the 
race  stands  first,  its  qualifying  incidents  after- 
wards. 

It  matters  not  whether  the  sturdy  Irish 
immigrants  of  the  olden  time — and  of  later 
years — were  from  the  north,  the  south,  the 
east,  or  the  west  of  Ireland. 

We  desire  simply  to  concern  ourselves  with 
the  work  done  by  them — and  their  descendants 
— here,  to  state  the  part  they  took  in  the  civic, 
political,  industrial,  military  and  naval  activ- 
ities of  the  land,  and  to  truthfully  and  fear- 
lessly record  their  achievements. 

The  mission  of  the  Society  "is  to  give  a 
plain  recital  of  facts,  to  correct  errors,  to  sup- 
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ply  omissions,  to  allay  passion,  to  shame  preju- 
dice and  to  labor  for  right  and  truth." 

We  wish  to  have  in  our  organization,  all 
who  believe  in  our  work  and  who  desire  to 
co-operate  in  our  movement.

their  patriotism  by  preserving  it  in  the  form  of 
permanent  memorials  and  publications."

LETTER  FROM  PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT. 

HON.  Theodore  Roosevelt  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society  from  the  start.  During 
his  term  as  governor  of  New  York,  he  came 
down  from  Albany  on  one  occasion,  and  offi- 
cially received  the  Society  in  New  York  City. 
The  event  took  place  at  the  home  of  his  sister, 
Mrs.  Cowles,  January  20,  1899,  and  was  most 
enjoyable.  Mrs.  Cowles  assisted  the  governor 
in  receiving  the  Society,  and  during  the  exer- 
cises lunch  was  served. 

On  August  5,  1903,  the  Society  had  a  field- 
day  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  the  occasion  being 
the  dedication  of  a  monument  to  the  Ninth 
Connecticut  Infantry  (an  Irish  regiment), 
which  participated  in  the  Civil  War.  Since 
his  reception  to  the  Society  in  New  York  City, 
Mr.  Roosevelt  had  become  president  of  the 
United  States.  Being  specially  invited  to  the 
field-day  exercises  just  mentioned,  President 
Roosevelt  wrote  as  follows  to  Secretary  T.  H. 
Murray: 
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iTHiTE  House, 

Washington. 

Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y., 

June  29, 1903. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Murray:  I  wish  I  could  be  present 

ith  you  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  field-day  of 

le  American-Irish  Historical  Society.    From  early 

Dlonial  days  the  Irish  have  been  one  of  the  great 

ictors  in  our  growth  as  a  nation.    Naturally,  I  take 

particular  interest  in  what  they  have  contributed 

our  national  history,  inasmuch  as  I  am  myself  of 
art  Irish  blood.  From  the  days  of  Sullivan  in  the 
evolutionary  War  to  those  of  Sheridan  in  the  Civil 
ra,T,  the  Irish  element  in  our  country,  conspicuous 
/erywhere,  has  been  especially  prominent  in  deeds 

arms,  and  therefore  it  is  peculiarly  appropriate 
iat  the  meeting  of  your  Society  this  year  should  be 

commemorate  the  record  of  an  Irish  regiment  in 
ir  great  war.

A  WORD  IN  CONCLUSION.

We  now  press  on  to  greater  achieve 
ments.
